Railway Notes 


Though the cold weather from Tues- 
day to Tuesday had stopped most 
of the grading and construction work 
in the district, the A.C.R. have b_en 
blasting the surface carth to allow 
of the carrying on of the tracklaying 
to the new: steel bridge over the Red 
Deer river west, on which the steel 
construction will be carried on this 
winter. The bridge is 125 feet high 
and one half of a’ mile long, so 
tne placing of the steel superstruct- 
ure is a pretty cold contract. 

The contracturs who are building 
the steel viaduct over the C. & E. 
expect to finish in two weeks time. 
As soon as this bridge is completed 
steel will be laid east to the station 
site, where a large material yard will 
be laid out. : 

The C.N.R. have been blasting in 
some cuts between Eckville and Les- 
lieville, and will carry on the laying 
of steel over the muskegs in order to 
get two years’ supplies to Rocky 
Mountain House this year. They are 
establishing log camps at all rock 
cuttings, where work will ‘be carried 
on during the winter. West of the 
Mountain House they are putting in 
caches and stopping places, and e 100 
foot warehouse at the Mountain 
House will also be built. 

The A.C.R. will do a great deal 
of muskeg and rock work, the mat- 
erial being more easily handled when 
frozen than in summer. 

The Northern Construction Co. will 
winter 2000 horses and mulcs at Red 
Deer. : 

The C.N.R. contractors have got 
meee dinkey engines and thirty cars 
ere and expect two steam ghovels 
shortly to work all winter on the 
cuts on the Strathcona wo Calgary 
branch through the hills just north 
of the river. ‘ 

The A.C.R. expect to proceed with 
the east line next year.

$1000 in gold for the best one hun- 
dred (100) pounds of wheaz in Amer- 
ica has been won by a Saskatchewan 
farmer, Seager Wheeler of Rosthern, 
with Marquis wheat. Mr. Wheeler is 
an Englishman who set.led in the 
Rosthern district eighteen years ago. 
He is a specialist in seed growing, 
being an uperative member of hn 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association. 
He is a prominent member of the 
Rosthern Agricultural Society and 
last year won the Good Farming 
Competition for his district. 

The wheat that won the prize i- 
a new Variety, named Marquis, which 
has been grown by Mr. Wheeler for 
-wo years. It is an offspring of Red 
Fife and ripens from cight to ten 
days earlier. Mr. Wheeler's yield ‘thi: 
year was 70} bushels per acre from 
one field and 803 bushels per acre 
from another. It is interesting to 
note that Mr. Whecler paid the C.P. 
R. $3 per acre for his farm eighteer. 
years ago and for two bushels o! 
his Marquis wheat he has received 
from the C.P.R. nearly ie whole 
purchase price of his farm. Thc 
surplus of this celebrated wheat was 
all sold for $8.00 per bushel to the 
Mooney Seed Co., of Regina. We 
need more men like Mr. Wheeler 
and then Saskatchewan will come 
to her own.
